E ast and South Texas to “get busy" 


on their eartn road work. 
T he proper tim e to use the road 
grader and road drag Is when the 
earth Is still m oist and leaves a slick 
surface behind the blade of the road 
m achine. 
Any new earth placed In the center 
of the road to “bring up the crow n" 
will then pack with the old earth and 
form a solid surface, w hereas lf no 
w ork Is done until the road has dried 
out and packed, satisfactory results 
can not be secured. 


Should 
H ire an Engineer. 


In this connection it is well to bear 
In mind the following basic principles 
of road construction: 


1. 
An earth road can not be made 
a good road if its location is poor. 
Roads located In creek bottom s, in 
wet soil or on steep hillsides can never 
be anything but poor; 
where such 
places exist m ake a change In the lo­ 
cation, do not throw tim e and money 
aw ay to do the im possible. 
There Is 
not a county in the Setate th at can not 
save money by hrlng an engineer for 
this work. 
2. 
An earth road m ust have ade­ 
quate drainage. 
Drain sluices and 
fcide ditches should be cleaned out, 
and 
In 
some 
Instances tile 
under- 
drainage may be necessary; tile can 
be laid on very flat grades and still 
give good results if care be taken so 
th a t there will be no settlem ent of the 
joints. 
Use Care in Grading. 
3. 
An earth road m ust be properly 
graded. 
Do not grade the road wider 
than necessary to carry the traffic; 
24 to 30 feet center to center of ditch 
is am ple; to grade w ider than th at Is 
to w aste m oney and tim e. and the re ­ 
sults can not be as good. 
A crown 
of about one Inch to the foot should 
give the best results. 
4. 
An earth road requires m ainte­ 
nance. 
A fter every rain, big or little, 
every mile of earth road should be 
dragged so as to elim inate ruts.

T H E S A H A R A D ES ER T. 


Many have supposed that most of 
the surface of the Sahara Desert is 
below sea level, says a writer in the 
New York Sun. Forty years ago some 
men proposed digging a canal on the 
northwest coast of Africa so as to let 
in the Atlantic Ocean over the desert. 
They believed that this would make 
an inland sea by which ships might 
sail into Africa and "Western Soudan 
for cargoes. It was later discovered, 
however, that the greater part of the 
desert is above sea level. 
Another surprising fact is that only 
about one-fifth of the Sahara is cov­ 
ered with sand. 
The Sahara, the 
greatest of all deserts, is about the 
size of the United States and Alaska 
together. 
Its sand area is somewhat 
larger than Alaska, the remaining

United States, being rocky tableland 
It is explained that the reason most 
of us think of the Sahara as sand 
only is because travelers in that dis 
triet have usually seen only the sand.

Yet there are some forms OI 
war more civilized than others, but 
all are bad enough, and when the na­ 
tions of the world become so brutal as 
to engage in methods of war now pre­ 
vailing in Europe, it is enough to put 
the whole world to thinking. 
It is 
enough to make the whole world ab­ 
hor war and put it down forever and 
ever.

of the Germans is to plan the French 
terrain into theoretical squares so that 
ranges may be readily found and tele 
phoned to the batteries. 
A “ sausage’ can rise 1500 yams 
when necessary, but generally ascends 
no higher than a little more than half 
that distance, so that it may be low’- 
ered quickly if an enemy aeroplane 
approaches. 
Some of the most power 
ful machines in the German air serv 
j4£e protect the balloons, and this in 
itself is regarded as sufficient proof 
of the importance which is attached 
to them. 


French aviators who are ambitious 
to destroy “ sausages” are often lured 
to their death. 
The captive balloons 
are kept two or three miles behind 
the German lines, flanked by aero­ 
planes in groups of from seven 
to 
twelve. A German decoy is sent forth 
to tempt the French machines into 
danger. 
When the bait is taken, the 
German sends out a distress signal 
in the form of a fuse, and the German 
group drives forward and endeavors 
to hem 
the daring 
Frenchman in. 
Most of the German air victories may 
be attributed to this strategy. 


The “ sausage” has 
an 
important 
use, too, in aerial photography. 
The 
negatives obtained in this way are so 
accurate as often to give the German 
artillery a distinct advantage in dual 
bombardments, 
the 
range 
finders 
sometimes operating with the aid of 
photographs 
instead 
of human 
ob­ 
servers.

By R. L. Pou, Dairyman Extension Di­ 
vision-of the A. & M. College. 
In this brief article, it is not our 
purpose to leave the impression that 
the dairy cow is an animal or a ma­ 
chine for the production of an un­ 
usually large amount of money in a 
short while, but instead we wish to 
emphasize the fact that there is no 
one phase of permanent agriculture 
which is so sure of a good average 
amount* of quick returns, and which 
will pay better for the time and money 
invested where she is properly cared 
for and managed 
than 
that of the 
dairy cow. 


There is no one farm crop, neither 
is there any other farm animal in 
Texas that will give as quick returns 
on an investment as the dairy cow. 
Feed that is consumed by her one day 
1b converted into a finished product 
and can be sold for cash the next 
day. 
This helps in a large measure 
to solve the farm credit problems, for 
the dairy farmer has a cash income 
daily, weekly or monthly, and unlike 
the cotton or wheat farmer who mort­ 
gages his crop for supplies to be paid 
for at the end of the year at a high 
rate of interest, the w’ise dairy farm­ 
er pays for his supplies monthly and 
saves that high rate of interest which 
is paid by many of the cotton and 
wheat farmers. 


There is no question about dairy­ 
ing being a profitable business where 
good cows are kept and properly man­ 
aged, for it bas been demonstrated 
time and again that the dairy cow 
will take a given amount of grain and 
hay and convert it into more pounds 
of valuable human food than any oth­ 
er animal on the farm. 
And unlike 
some other lines of agriculture, there 
is very little of the element of specu­ 
lation in dairy farming, for the mar­ 
ket price of dairy products varies on 
the whole less than almost any other 
class of farm products. 


With the large number of cream­ 
eries that are being operated in the 
various sections of the state that fur­ 
nish market for butter fat, the great 
demand by the large number of towns 
and cities 
in the 
state for 
whole 
milk, cream, raw material for manu­ 
facturing ice cream and the fact that 
the state sends out into other sections 
annually $8,000,000 for dairy products 
makes dairying a safe proposition as 
far as the marketing of dairy products 
is concerned. 
The demands for good 
dairy products in Texas will continue 
to be greater 
than 
the supply for 
many years to come. 
This along with 
the fact that there has never been a 
year in the history of the State of 
Texas w’hen it was not possible, by 
proper cultural methods, to grow feed 
for dairy cows, and our mild winters 
make 
it possible for our dairy 
cows 
to be 
grazed on green pastures from 
IO to 
12 
months out 
of each year, 
makes dairying a safe and sure busi­ 
ness and gives us many advantages 
in the production of cheaper and bet­ 
ter dairy products.
